GOT LICENSE. ON 
INVALID PETITION 


Attorney F. B. Coleman Files 
Complaint Against Excise and 
Election Commissioners. 


Louis Gazzolo Was Grantéd Li- 
cense After Being Turned 
Down Four Timez oa 


The issuance of a license by Excise 
Commissioner Rumsey May 21, to Louis 
Gazzolo for a saloon at 6100 Delmar bou- 
levard, which has been opposed by a 
number of residents of the neighborhood 
has resulted in en informal complaint by 
Frank B. Coleman, an attorney, regard- 
ing acts of suocordinates in the offices 
of the Excise Commissioner and the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 

The license was issued over the vro- 
test of Coleman and others on a peti- 
tion of property owners filed by Gaz- 
zolo and an affidavit by John H. Stans- 
bury, chief clerk in the Election Com- 
missioner’s office. 

Coleman alleges in an affidavit filed 
with the Excise Commisioner before the 
issuance of the license that the peti- 
tion did not contain a sufficient num- 
ber of legal names, and that at least 
cne of the names signed to it was not 
the signature of the person it purport- 
ed to be. 


Iicense Refused Four Times. 
Gazzolo conducted a saloon at the cor- 


ner for six months, but when he. at- 
tempted to get a renewal of his license 
he was unable to obtain sufficient sig 
natures. Thomas L. Anderson, as Ex- 
cise Commissioner, refused four times 
to renew the license. Another saloon 
has been operating for years across 
the street. 

When Rumsey went into the office the 
petition was renewed. A petition, rep- 
resented as a mandatory petition, was 
filed. It contained 19 names. Under 
the law a mandatory petition must con.- 
tain two-thirds of the taxpaying citi- 
zents of the block who voted at the 
last election. There are said to be 21 
men in the a 85 who would meet thia 
requirement. 

Coleman took the petition to the 
Election Commissioners’ office, and 
on May 206 filed with the Excise Com- 
}missioner am affidavit ‘stating that 
seven of the 19 names were those of 
persons who had not voted; that two 
of the names Wére thosé of persons 
who paid no taxes on property in the 
block and did not reside in it, and 
that one name was not that of the 


person it purported to be. 

He also filed an affidavit by W. C. 
Jamison, a clerk in the Slection 
Commissioners’ office, that the seven 
signers whose names he gave, did 
not vote at the last election. 


Records Investigated. 

Excise Commissioner Rumgey sent 
a clerk from his office to investigate 
the Election Commissioners’ records. 
‘This clerk returned with an affidavit 
by Chief Clerk Stansbury that the 
seven had voted. 

Coleman says that he took the affi- 
davits to the Election Commissioner's 
office and checked them over, and that 
he found that Jamison’s statement was 
correct. 

Coleman says he produced this evi- 
fence before Excise Commissioner Rum- 
sey, but that Rumsey issued the li- 
cense. Coleman showed a letter from 
Rumsey which stated that the matter 
could not be reopened, but that he would 
be heard when application for renewal 
was presented next November. 

In one paragraph in nis arfidavit, Cole. 
man sets forth that the name of Ralph 
Loewenstein, who owns rea] estate in 
the block, was not signed by Loewen- 
stein, but that the name which appears 
on the petition was signed by G. R. 
Loewenstein of 600 McPherson avenue, 
who, he says, does not reside in the 
block and does not Own property in it. 

The seven signers, who were declared 
in Coleman's affidavit not to have voted 
at the last election, are G J. Goebel, 
Ben Swingley, Frank Cummins, J. V. 
Phillips, J. J. Roth and Charles Herten- 
stein. The affidavit also charged that 
J. B. Marquis and Thomas J. Clare do

FIFTH WORLD’S CONTEST 


Twenty-Four Enter, Several Soon 
Out; 500-Mile Run for 
$50,000 in Prizes. 


SPEEDWAY. Indianapolis, May 31. 
—With Carl Fisher, president of the 
Speedway, leading the first lap, %4 auto- 
mobile racers started at 10 o'clock this 
morning on the fifth international 500- 
mile race for $50,000 in prizes. The first 
lap around the 2%-mile brick track does 
not count and is intended merely to 
give the drivers a flying start. The 
skies remained cloudy and threatening. 

Cox's car was declared out of the race 
efter completing 14 laps. A broken con- 
nection was given as the cause. His 
was the first. car to leave the race. 

Hill’s car went out of the race on the 
back stretch on its twenty-first lap, be, 
cause of engine troyble. Soon after the 
50-mile mark was passed a number of 
cars were forced into the pits, Wilcox 
and De Palma being among those who 
had to change tires. 

Resta pulled into the lead soon after 
Anderson stopped for gas, oi] and two 
tires. and was teading at the 100-mile 
mark.

Ralph De Palma in Lead. 

Ralph de Palma was in the lead when 
the 200-mile mark was passed. Resta 
was driving in second place. Anderson 
was third and Cooper fourth. De Pal- 
ma’s time for the 200 miles was 2:14:29.59 
an average of 89.22 miles an hour. Las: 
year the average for this distance was 
83.36 miles an hour. 

DePalma, with an average enred

when the race was half over, 20 miles.

U.S. HAS RECALLED 
ENVOYS WITHOUT 
GOING TO WAR

History Shows Severance of Re- 
lations Does Not Necessarily 
Mean Hostilities. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Foat-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—The United 
States on several occasions has severed 
diplomatic relations without going to 
war. At the rresent moment the coun- 
try has no diplomatic relations with 


Mexico in that strict official sense. 
There is no government in Mexico at 
this time, but even when there was a 
de facto government controlled by Huer- 
ta, President Wilson withdrew the diplo- 
matic representatives of the United 
States and it did not result in war. 
Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the charge, left 
in charge of embassy affairs when Am- 
bassador Wilson was recalled, finally 
was brought back to this country while 
the Mexican charge in WasHingt6n was 
escorted out of Washington by secret 
service men, who accompanied him to 
the Canadian border for his own pro- 
tection. 

During Zelaya’s regime the United 
States severed diplomatic relations with 
Nicaragua and yet there was no actual 
war. There were several cases in the 
early stages of the Government when 
the United States ‘was compelled to 
threaten to withdraw representatives 
from foreign countries, but war did not 
follow. 


Prof. Usher Says War, as Rule, Fol- 
lows Severing of Diplomatic 
Relations. 
© rot. land G. Usher, historian, au- 
thor of Pan-Germanism, was asked bv 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today whether 
there is historical precedent for a 
suspension of diplomatic relations which 

is not followed by war. 

“I have been thinking over that mat- 
ter,” Prof. Usher replied, “and I have 
been unable to recall any case where 
«% diplomatic rupture was not followed 
by war. It seems to be the rule that a 
eeverance of diplomatic relations indi- 
cates a purpose to begin hostilities. Any 
exceptions, such as the break in our 
relations with Mexico, are relatively un- 
important, and do not furnish a prece- 
dent in the relations of great Powers. 
“It is conceivable that the United 
States might sever diplomatic relations 
with Germany, and might declare that 
war was not intended. But it is doubt- 
ful whether Germany would consent to 
view the matter in that light. It would 
all depend on whether Germany wants 
war with the United States or not. If 
Germany wants war, it will use the 
present situation as a means of obtain- 
ing it. If not, it might be ready to ac- 
cept an unprecedented situation in or- 
der to avoid war."’

AUSTRIANS SHELL OWN FORT 
FOR FLYING A WHITE FLAG 


Italian Report Tells That Cannon Were Turned 
on Comrades Who Would Surrender— Aus- 
trians Hold Bank of Isonzo River. 


ROME. May 31.—An official dispatch 
from the Italian grand headquarters, 
under date of Sunday, says: 


‘In the Giudicaria Valley, on the Tren- 
tino-Tyrol frontier (extreme southwest), 
we occupied an important .position, the 
summit of Spessa, near Storo, and our 
artillery destroyed the armored fort of 
Luserna, on the Asiago Plateau, which 
hoisted a white flag.

RUSSIANS’ LINES IN

LONDON, May 31.—Russian resistance 
to the Austro-German advance in Ga- 
licia apparently is stiffening. Follow- 
ing the recent victory of the Russians 
at Sieniawa, in Central Galicia, on the 
San, it is announced at Petrograd that 
the right bank of the river has been 
cleared for a considerable distance of 
the Austro-German forces, which suc- 
ceeded in crossing it, 3000 prisoners be- 
ing captured in one day. So far as has 
been disclosed, however, the Russians 
have not succeeded in halting the move- 
ment for the investment of Prezmysl. 

In the Baltic provinces the invading 
Germans are said to have been pressed 
back, losing: guns and prisoners.

LONDON, May 31.—Five more steam- 
ers have been sunk by German asub- 
marines and the White Star liner 
Megantic has been chased by a subma- 
rine, but escaped. 

The latest loss was reported today 
when it was announced that the British 
steamer Diixana of 4127 tons was torpe- 
doed off Ushant, France, Saturday. 
Capt. Long and the crew are reported 
saved. The Dixiana was bound from 
Brunswick and Savannah, Ga., to 
Havre and Port Talbot with a cargo of 
cotton and ‘steel billets. 

The British steamer Tullochmoor, 3520 
tons, was shelled and sunk by a subma- 
rine Friday evening. The crew escaped 
and has landed at Barry, Wales. The 
Tullochmoor was in ballast from Genoa 
for South Shields. 

The Tullochmoor was steaming off 
Ushant (westernmost of the islands off 
the coast of Brittany, France.) Friday 
evening, when halted by a shot from a 
submarine. The underwater boat, Capt. 
Holford said, was only 15 yards distant 
from the steamer at that time. The 
German commander gave the steamer’s 
crew 10 minutes to launch their boats 
and the 26 men rowed away. While the 
Tullochmoor was still afloat, Engineer 
Dockeray swam back and obtained the 
ship’s papers. 

French torpedo boats have taken into 
port the crews of the British steamer 
Glenlee and the Portuguese steamer 
Cysne, which were torpedoed by a Ger, 
man submarine between the S¢éilly 
Islands and Cape Finisterre. The Glen- 
lee was of 26,500 tons. 

The White Star liner Megantic, with 
a large number of passengers, from 
Liverpool to Montreal, was chased by a 
submarine off the south coast of Ire- 
land yesterday morning, but escaped. 
A SOS8S call was received at Queens- 
town from the liner, reporting that a 
submarine had been sighted. The first 
message soon was followed, however, by 
another, stating that the Megantic had 
outdistanced the submarine.

BERLIN, May 18 via London.—All the 
newspapers of Berlin today publish the 
German Government’s answer to the 
Washington communication on the Lu- 
sitania incident, but very few of them 
make any comment upon it.

“The German note does not even reply 
directly to the American request that 
such actions as the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania should be disavowed and that they 
should be discontinued. The note actu- 
ally has the effrontery to add that the 
passengers probably would have been 
saved had it not been for the explosion 
of ammunition which, it is alleged, was 
oarried by the Lusitania, as though the 
submarine had torpedoed the ship with- 
out intending actually to sink her. 

‘““Almost as offensive is the sugges- 
tion that before the submarine can be 
condemned for not having given the 
crew and passengers time to escape, it 
must be shown that the Lusitania was 
duly equipped with life-saving appara- 
tus as ordered by the Titanic confer- 
ence. 

“In a word, the United States is of- 
fered the prospect of a prolonged con- 
troversy. over points of detail, but no 
disavowal of what has been done; no ac- 
ceptance of the principles of naval war- 
fare which she assumed Germany would 
be anxious to uphold, and not q@ word as 
to any change of mind or policy. The 
submarine war is to be pursued as be- 
fore and American ships and citizens 
may take the risk.’’

They Begin With the Flying of Stars and Stripes 
by the Lusitania When Crossing the 
Irish Sea on January 31. 


Jan. 31—The Lusitania admit- 
tedly flew the American flag 
in crossing the Irish Sea, 
bound from the United States 
to Liverpool, after being 
warned by the English Admi- 
ralty authorities of the pres- 
ence of German submarines. 
Other English merchant ships 
were reported to be doing the 
same thing, whereupon Ger- 
many issued the charge to the 
world on that date that the 
English Admiralty itself had 
ordered the ships that had re- 
sorted to this ruse to use the 
American flag, as well as the 
flags of other neutrals, to pro- 
tect themselves. 

Feb. 2—Great Britain served no- 
tice on the United States, in 
unofficial form, that all food- 
stuffs destined for Germany, 
Austria or Turkey would be re- 
garded as contraband of war 
and that all such shipments 
would be seized by English 
war vessels wherever found. 
This action was predicated 
upon the seizure by Germany 
of all food in the Empire to in- 
sure an equitable distribution 
to all its inhabitants. 

Feb. 4—The German Admiralty, 
predicating its action upon the 
foregoing reports and conclu- 
sions, issued its now celebrat- 
ed war zone decree, in the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“The waters around Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, including the 
whole of the English Channel, 
are declared a war zone from 
and after Feb. 18, 1915. 

“Every enemy ship found in this 
war zone will be destroyed, 
even if it is impossible to avert 
dangers which threaten the 
crew and the passengers.

FICIENT, SAYS 
BRECKINRIDGE 


Assistant Secretary of War De- 
clares It to Be Lacking in 
Personnel and Material. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—Speaking under 
the shadow of Grant’s tomb at Memori- 
al day exercises under the auspices) of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, Assistant Secretary Breckinridge 
of the War Department declared the 
United States army was deficient in per- 
sonnel and material, neither of which 
could be improvised, and made a plea 
for preparedness, not for war but to 
preserve peace. 

“Solemnity, but not pessimism, intro- 
spection but not morbidness; contempla- 
tion and analysis are the natural ac- 
companiments of this occasion,” said he. 
“What must be the thoughts of the 
soldier of the Grand Army as he stands 
in his declining years at the tomb of his 
great commander, a full half century 
after the determination of the mighty 
conflict which must ever fill his mem- 
ory and challenge the attention of his 
thought. For the most part the veteran 
has relinquished the contro] and guid- 
ance of the destiny of his country. 

Mind of the Veteran. 

“It seems to me that I can comprehend 
the mind of the veteran running some- 
what along this line. ‘This is one of the 
critical eras in the history of the world. 
It is impossible that the stirring of the 
world to its very depths can leave my 
own country untouched. It is impossible 
longer to consider my country as a place 
isolated and apart, living its own life in 
its own sphere, unaffected and un- 
touched by what goes on elsewhere, safe 
in its isolation and assured thereby 
from being affected by external develop- 
ments and happenings.’ 


“I wonder if those who lead the 


| thought and action of the nation com- 


prehend sufficiently the interrelation- 
ship of the republic with the mighty 
world forces now so active. I wonder 
if the shackles of provincialism and in- 
sularity have been stricken from the 
minds of the men of light and leading 
so that a true conception of America 
can be had—a conception of America as 
a unit in a world system and not as + 
place eternally disconnected from the 
circumstances and forces, aye, the fate 
that pursues the other racial and po- 
litical entities of the world. 

Struggle of Ideas and Ideals. 
“There is a struggle of ideas and 
ideals taking place in the land. Each 
side has able leaders and they mar- 
shal their battalions of logic and 
rhetoric with skill and with deter- 
mination. Each side has a banner and 
On its banner carries a shibboleth. 
On the banner of the first it is writ- 
ten: ‘The strength of impotence and 
the impotence of strength.’ On the 


Strong.’ 
“Of course, the forces to which I al- 
lude are, on the one hand, those who 
would strengthen the defenses of the 
nation, and, on the other hand, those 
who would not. Those who would not 
tell us that preparation for war does 
not prevent war; that the building up of 
great armaments tempts to war: that 
the possession of means of striking is 
a temptation to strike; that the influ- 
ence of America in the world should be 
by moral force and not by brute force: 
that war is terrible and under no circum- 
stances should be resorted to. 
“Those who stand for the strengthen- 
ing of the national defenses admit that 
preparation for war does not prevent 
war, but insist that it does prevent 
certain very dire consequences of not 
being prepared. If Abraham Lincoln, 
Ulysses Grant and the men of the 
Grand Army of the Republic had been 
peace-at-any-price men, the nation now 
would be disrupted. If Patrick Henry, 
George Washington and Thomas Jeffer- 
son had been peace-at-any-price men, 
New York would have been a provin- 
cial town, and the United States a 
colony. 

Cause for Concern, 
“There is nothing to fear for the cour- 
age and steadfastness and capacity for 
self-sacrifice of the American people. 
But there is cause for concern that the 
nation be so circumstanced as to its de- 
fenses that undue weakness could tempt 
either the covetous or ill-disposed, if 
such there be, to aggression against us. 
“Our army:is deficient in personnel 
and material, neither of which can be 
improvised. You.men of '61 know that 
the raw recruit that turned tail and 
flied at Bull Run was just as much of a 
man ag the seasoned veteran that com- 
passed Vicksburg and hurled Lee back 
from Gettysburg. 
“But the disarmer would raise the cry 
of militarism and fog the issue with his 
railings. Let us not be misled by a 
term. The possession of strength ade- 
quate for defense is not militarism. Mili. 
tarism is the ideals and ambitions and 
purposes behigd the strength."

Citizens Committee Points Out. That Special 


Assessment Gives Square Deal to All Inter- 


ests Involved in the Improvement.

The Citizens’ Parkway Committee 
issued today a statement answering 
the objections made by the opponents 
of the parkway to the special assess- 
ment method of paying for the im- 
provement. 

The leaders of the opposition to 
the Parkway are wealthy land own- 
ers in the district that will be as- 
sessed for the improvement. Conspic- 
uous among those who are trying to 
obstruct this movement are Isaac H. 
Lionberger, a wealthy lawyer’ and 
property owner, and attorney for the 
Laclede Gas Light Co.; Martin 
Shaughnessey, wealthy wholesale 
liquor dealer and former saloon 
keeper; Adam Wackman, former 
wagon builder, who owns property in 
the district, but himself lives within 
a stone’s throw of Forest Park, and 
H. W. Kolkschneider, a wealthy 
brewer, who lived more than 40 
years in the United States before he 
became a naturalized -citizen; and 
who has publicly proclaimed his op- 
position to parks, playgrounds and 
breathing places for the children. 

It is pointed out by the Parkway 
committee that the principal objec- 
tion of these men is very -probably 
grounded upon the fact that they 
would have to pay a share of the cost 
of the improvement. If the city at 
large paid for the. parkway they 
would reap big profits on their lands 
in this district, without having to pay 
any direct assessment. 


Reason for Asséesment. 
The statement atwen out by the Park- 


way Committee today says: 

“Objection to parkway, made by op- 
ponents: The proposed method of spe- 
cial assessment would*be unfair and un- 
just to the taxpayers in the district sur- 
rounding the parkway.’ 

“Answer—The bencfit district assess- 
ment plan authorized in the parkway cr- 
allows special assessments 
against property in thé vicinity of the 
parkway which will be especially bene- 
fited. The rest of the cost would be 
paid by the city at large. 

“This is a fair and equitable plan, and 
is exactly what it should be. It would 
be unfair to allow owners of property 
near the parkway to pocket the profits 
from increased values, and shift the 
burden of paying the whole cost to the 
owners of property throughout the city. 

“This assessment method requires the 
owners of property which would reap 
the greatest benefits from the parkway 
in advanced values to pay a part of 
their estimated profits toward the cost 
of the big plaza. That is—they would 
be required to pay a larger share of the 
cost than would owners of property in 
the outlying districts of the city, whose 
benefits would be correspondingly 

Two Grounds of Opposition. 

“The opponents urge two different 
grounds of opposition: First, that the 
portion of cost which may be assesscd 
against property in the benefit district 
will burden the small property owner. 
®° That the cost should be paid equally 
by property owners throughout the city 
by a bond issue. 

“It should be remembered that all 
owners will have seven years in which 
to pay their assessments. The new 
charter provides that the assessments 
may be paid in seven equal annual in- 
stallments. This effectively answers the 
argument that the property of small 
owners could be ‘confiscated,’ or that 
they would be required to pay their 
share immediately. Within seven years 
the owners could take advantage of the 
increased values and sell, if they de- 
sire, or could pay their last install- 
ments out of the new values created. 

“These opposing nearby owners as- 
sert property in the benefit district 
would be assessed according to the num- 
ber of feet in the lot regardless of the 
value of the improvements; that is, a 
lot containing a large business build- 
ing would not be assessed more than a 
vacant lot. 

Protected by the Charter. 

“This statement by the opponents is 
untrue. The system authorized pro- 
vides for the appointment of three 
commissioners by the Circuit Court. 
Their duty in making assessments is 
specifically set out in the new charter 
as ‘Assessing against all lots or par- 
cels or lots of ground specially bene- 
fited by the proposed improvement the 
amount which such lot or parcel of 
ground will be especially benefited by 
the. improvement, and—assessing the 
balance against the city of St. Louis.’ 

“The charter provisions absolutely 
prohibit the commissioners from making 
any assessment against private proper- 
ty, whether it is in the benefit district 
or not, unless that specific lot or parcel 
of property is specially benefited. The 
assessments then must be in proportion 


[te the estimated benefit to that prop- 
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erty—and not on the basis of the num- 
ber of square feet the lot contains. 

‘It must be conceded that if there is 
an actual benefit to property by the 
parkway, and if its value is enhanced 
because of the improvement, the owner 
should pay at least a portion. of the 
profit to defray the expense of the 
parkway. 

“The proposal to widen Twelfth street 
between Market street and Clark ave- 
nue was accompanied by the same as- 
sessment method that is proposed for 
the parkway.: In that case the com- 
missioners laid out a benefit district, 
examined the property and decided that 
none of the property in the district 
would be specially benefited. Their re- 
port recommended that the cost be borne 
entirely by the whole city. Mayor Ki¢' 
decided that the cost to the city would 
be excessive, and at his direction the 
City Counselor filed a motion in court 
to dismiss the suit and abandon the 
widening plan."
